Labor Secretary Here 
— Says Senate In- 
quiry May Arouse 
Public O pinion 
Against Racketeers. 


United States Secretary of 
Labor James P. Mitchell today 
expressed hope the current in- 
vestigation of the Teamsters’ 
Union will cause its members 
“to take a good look” to deter- 
mine if “the leadership they 
have is what they want.” 

Also, Mitchell said, he hopes 
the Senate Labor Rackets In- 
vestigating Committee study 
“has served to arouse public 
opinion to the extent that com- 
munities will act to stamp out 
arson, thievery and racketeer- 
ing” by labor leaders. 


MITCHELL HOPES 


Mitchell, who last night ad- 
dressed the National Council 
of Catholic Women at Kiel 
Auditorium, told reporters at 
a press conference today at 
Hotel Sheraton-Jefferson that 
he does not believe the Senate 
committee’s job is finished and 
it should continue its investi- 
gation. 

Helpful to Labor. 

He said the evidence pre- 
sented at the committee’s hear- 
ings “may have hurt labor 
temporarily, but in the long 
run will help labor because 
the hearings have served to 
spur labor organizations to 
clean their own houses.” : 

Mitchell said thai labor legis- 
lation will have “top priority” 
when the Congress convenes 
next January. The Administra- 
tion will submit an “effective 
labor program” which will re~- 
quire unions to file proper re- 
ports on finances and regu- 
late welfare provisions. Also, 
he said, legislation will be sub- 
mitted to “get at secondary 
boycotts and blackmail picket- 
ing.” 

He explained that by black- 
mail he meant placement of 
pickets for organizational pur- 
poses without an honest effort | 
being made to organize em- | 
ployes of a concern. 

Defeat of the Kennedy-Ives 
labor bill at the recent session 
of Congress, Mitchell said, was | 
entirely due .to delaying tac- | 
tics employed by Democratic | 
leaders in the House.

Mitehell, in his speech last 
night before the council con- 
vention, also touched upon the 
Senate committee’s hearings on 
the Teamsters’ Union, assert- 
ing that a community is at fault 
when its police are powerless 
to halt hoodlum violence, or 
criminal corruption. 

“We don’t need a new fed- 
eral law to deal with a union 
official who steals a taxi and 
drives it into the Mississippi 
river, he told the convention 
of the National Council of 
Catholic Women at Kiel Audi- 
torium.

Louis.” Mitchell said. Such an 
action is a crime in any com- 
munity in America.

“Tf the law enforcement of- 
ficials in any community — 
whether it is an industrial 
town plagued with labor hood- 
lum violence or a metropolitan 
city faced with widespread 
crime corruption—fail to bring 
a halt to the practices that are 
reported and witnessed, it must 
be because they do not want to 
or they cannot,” Mitchell said. 

“In either case, the commun- 
ity is at fault.” 

Linked to Gibbons. 

The taxicab Mitchell referred 
to was a Yellow Cab Co. ve-.

a drivers’ strike in 1953. Ol- 
dron A. Mitchell, a former 
member of the Teamsters Un- 
ion, told the Senate Labor 
Rackets Investigating Commit- 
tee he ran the taxicab into the 
river at the direction of Team- 
ster official Harold J. Gibbons.

Civil rights is another field 
presenting basically a moral 
problem that cannot be com- 
pletely solved by law, he said. 

“As long as children hear 
their parents and neighbors 
utter snarling, derogatory re- 
marks about those who differ 
from their race, color, religion 
ag national origin, we will al- 
ways have a civil rights prob- 
lem,” Mitchell said. 

Threat from Materialism. 

Archbishop Ritter told the 
audience that materialism is 
“shattering and submerging the 
Christian ideals: of the home, 
the family, the sacredness of 
marriage, public and private 
decency and honor.” 

“When God is left out of mar- 
riage, out of education and out 
of social living,” he said, “sec- 
ularism becomes .the order 6f 
the day.”

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ROBERT KENNEDY 
URGES RECEIVER 
FOR TEAMSTERS 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 22 
(UPI)—The chief counsel* of 
the Senate Rackets Committee 
says “corruption is so  in- 
grained” in the Teamsters 
Union that courts should take 
it over and fire its “corrupt of- 
ficials,” including president 
James R. Hoffa. 

Counsel Robert F. Kennedy 
said Teamsters leaders had 


“corrupted” judges, prosecut- | 
ors and even members of Con- | 


gress—‘“There is no question 
about it.” 

He refused to name any Con- 
gressman involved, but he said 
the committee had investigated 
such cases. 

Kennedy also disclosed that 
the rackets investigators had 
sent to the Jusice Department 
two matters involving possible 
perjury by Hoffa during his re- 
cent testimony. 

The youthful attorney, inter- 
viewed yesterday on a tele- 
vision program (CBS’s “Face 


the Nation’’), said it was im- | 


possible for the union to clean 
itself up and “court steps 
should be taken to put the 
union in receivership.” 

He said a monitor should be 
appointed by courts to run the 
Teamsters with power to “re- 
move the corrupt officials.” 

Federal laws are “completely 
inadequate to deal with this 
tremendous problem” of labor 
racketeering and nust be 
strengthened, Kennedy said.

As for Truman's ‘statement 
that Republicans wanted some 
unemployment and wanted to 
hold wages down, the G.O.P. 
replied that more’ Americans 
are at work and earning more 
than ever before and personal 
income is at record levels. 

Commenting on Truman’s re- 
marks about the budget, the 
national committee said the 
national debt had risen 234 
billion dollars under Demo- 
cratic administrations and that 
the recent Democratic Con- 
gress had voted for more. 
spending than the Eisenhower 
Administration recommended. 

The G.O.P. said “Truman is 
right” in saying missile re- 
search was delayed but de-| 
clared “he is the one who held | 
up the research programs.” | 

G.O.P. headquarters released 
last night a 100-page “speakers | 
handbook” for the 1958 cam- | 
paign detailing the Republi- | 
cans’ arguments for restoring | 
them to control of Congress. 

‘Reckless Spending.’ 

The handbook advised cam- 
paigners to emphasize what it 
called “bickering, delay, ob- | 
struction and reckless spend- | 
ing” by the Democrats. 

The pamphlet said, “Twice | 
the American people have | 
given overwhelming approval 
to President Eisenhower's Re- 
publican philosophy. 

“They cannot mean to make 
his job more difficult by giv- 
ing him a Democrat Congress 
which is politically opposed to 
that philosophy and which, for 
partisan advantage, will fight 
t6 prevent his administration 
from getting the job done suc- 
cessfully.” 

In an outline of party dif- 
ferences, the book says the 
G.O.P. trusts a free enterprise 
system while the Democrats 
want a “controlled economy.” 

According to the pamphlet, 
the Republican-controlled Con- 
gress of 1953-54 enacted 65 to 
73 per cent of the Eisenhower 
program for those two years | 
compared with 37 to 47 per| 
cent during the following four 
years under Democratic con-| 
trol.

Disfranchisement because of residence re- 
quirements is a startling fact of American 
democracy. In the 1956 presidential election, 
the American Heritage Foundation estimated, 
some 6,000,000 citizens could not yote for 
that reason. The number who could not vote 
was a tenth of the number who did vote. That 
is a measure of disfranchisement on a grand 
national scale. 

Americans are a restless people. They 
move'to and fro; state boundaries often mean 
little in the quest for jobs, new homes and 
new ways of life. Yet simply by moving they 
lose their right to vote, usually for a year. 
Missouri, Hlinois and 30 other states insist on 
one year’s residence before extending the 
A few states insist on two 
years; less than a dozen permit voting with 
six months’ residence. 

Wisconsin pioneered in hospitably ‘extend- 
ing the right to vote to newcomers, Just be- 
fore the 1956 election, that state adopted a 
simplified system allowing new residents to 
cast a ballot for President or Vice President 
without establishing any period of resi- 
dence. Wisconsin’s newer citizens have only 
to prove that they were eligible to vote in the 
state whence they had come, and that they 
actually are residing in Wisconsin. 

Why is the ballot thus extended to be 
marked for President and Vice President and 
for nobody else? Because Wisconsin assumes 
that a new resident might not be informed 
about or interested in local candidates and 
issues (and might not remain in the state), 
but any American anywhere should be in- 
terested in voting for President. - 

This is the same assumption that the Mis- 
souri ‘Legislature made in passing its con- 
stitutional proposal. If approved, the 
posal would permit most newcomers to Mis- 
souri to vote for President in 1960. 

The alternative is to deny fellow-Americans 
a voice in choosing their national executive. 
Missouri, we think,, will vote Yes on Proposi- 
tion 2,

A new cigarette which has appeared in 
Moscow is named the Laika, after the dog 
which was shot up in one of the Soviet sput- 
niks, and it sounds like a product that ought 
to make its way around. We cannot, unfor- 
tunately, say as much for the whoop-de-do 
with which the manufacturers are advertising 
the new cigarettes. “Filter cigarettes,” they 
say in their advertisements, which, as slogans 
go, does hot ‘go Very ‘far. 

We understand that there is no Madisonov- 
sky Avenue in Moscow, but surely they can do 
better than “Filter cigarettes,” particularly 
with a name like that, “Get into orbit—smoke 
a Laika” is about the mildest we’ would be 
willing to settle for.. Or “Light your Laika 
on a star.” Or “If you lika Laika-like I lika 
Laika—”. Or “Be doggy—go Laika.” Come, 
comrades, let’s get those ideas off the launch- 
ing pad and see if they track with radar. 


Political Information on the Air . 

It is good to see\that the League of Women 
Voters of Metropolitan St. Louis is holding” 
election-year radio programs for the purpose 
of presenting candidates to the voters. It is 
also good to note that candidates for local of- 
fice, who otherwise would be less ‘apt to be 
heard on the airwaves, are being interviewed. 

In the second of a series of. six programs 
over KMOX two candidates went on record 
in support of the Fifth Amendment's protec- 
tion against forced self-incrimination. Wil- 
liam J. Geekie, Democratic nominee for re- 
election as Prosecuting Attorney in St. Louis, 
defended the right of a witness to invoke 
the amendment.

New Highs in the Stock Market 

Although owners of common stocks as a 
rule like to see the prices of their equities go 
up; there is a growing concern generally about 
the current averages on the New York Stock 
Exehange which, so the, financial district in- 
dex keepers report, have “climbed to record 
highs.” . 

The stock market looks ahead.” To a large 
extent the record-high prices reflect the be- 
lief that the worst of the recession is over, 
that business will be better in the months to 
come and that profits therefore will increase. 
Insofar as stock prices reflect that confidence 
and those prospects there is no danger in 
them. 

But there is more in the situation than that. 
The fear of inflation is in the back of many 
minds and this has resulted in new demand 
for stocks. Another factor which is adding 
to the scarcity of stocks is the rapid growth 
of investment trusts and of P to pare funds. 

Within the last few months several invest- 
ment trusts of staggering size have offered 
shares to customers. As they have bought 
common stocks, they have competed for a 
necessarily limited number of shares with 
previously existing investment trusts and the 


many thousands of individual investors. This , 


has meant more pressure from below on-the 
price of stocks. 

Meantime many companies have found it 
necessary to reduce dividends and some have 
omitted dividend payments* altogether for 
one or more quarters during the recession 
period. Obviously a stock which goes up 
when its directors cut or omit its dividend is 
not going up mp Ge 9 2008 garmings ey report.

Mr: Dulles, in flinging out 
at Khrushchev, may seem to be expressing 
his resentment not so much of the Russians 
as of the failure of the West to back him 
up in that dispute. 

Yet this division of opinion in the West is 
a fact and Mr. Dulles must take account of 
it. The American position can only be made 
much worse by taking an inflexible stand 
for Chiang Kai-shek at any cost. 

The basic fact to be faced is that our gov- 
ernment and Chiang’s have good moral and 
legal ground for holding Formosa pending 
final definition of its future as part of a gen- 
eral Pacific settlement, but very poor ground 
for hoiding Quemoy and Matsu. When we 
resist Red pressure as to Formosa we enjoy 
broad world support; when we insist on forti- 
fying the coastal islands we do not. 


Our purpose in the Warsaw talks should 
be to find some decent way out of the im- 
passe we let Chiang get us into.

A LOOK AT THAT AUTO LABOR PACT 
By J. A. Livingston 
On the same day that industrial stocks soared to a new 
all-time high in Wall Street, the Department’ of Commerce 
in Washington unburdened itself of the dry statistical fact 


that corporate dividend payments in August, at $302,000,00u, 
were 4% below what stockholders received in August, 1957. 


Investors and speculators 


are in the fix of the housewife- 


who buys a can of or a 
carton of something. The price 
has been raised and the con- 
tents of the can or carton re- 
duced. That's inflation—slow, 
subtle, hard-to-observe pocket- 

picking inflation. 

Phantom Productivity. 

This same inflation is bla- 
tantly denied by Walter P. 
Reuther, president of the Unit- 
ed Auto Workers, and John S. 
Bugas, vice president of Ford 
Motor Co., in announcing the 
new wage ‘eontract. To Reuth- 
er, the contract is “noninfla- 
“non- 


For three years more, the 
automobile industry assumes 
an obligation to pay annual 
wage increases of 242% or 
6 cents an hour, whichever 
is higher, for increased pro- 
ductivity of workers. Years 
ago, steel companies here 
said to have added to all 
steel prices the cost of rail 
freight from Pittsburgh, 
even though the steel might 
be delivered to a customer 
next door, This was called 
“phantom freight.” Now, the 
auto y and the union 
foist on obile buyers— 
on you and me—an annual 
charge for “phantom produc- 
tivity.” 


Also, the contract automatic- 


ally keeps wages in step with. 


the cost of living..This builds 
into the nation’s cost structure 
price advances. All of the 7- 
cent-an-hour productivity in- 
erease and two of the 3-cent 
cost‘of-li escalation are 
made retroactive to July 1. 
The old contract expired June 
1. Union members*lose one 
month of the. new benefits. 
Prices Still Rise. 

The’ UAW didn’t get much 
more—moneywise—than the 
two-year offer made by Gen- 
eral Motors Corp. in August 
1957. and renewed in April this. 
year. To that extent, perhaps, 
both Reuther and Bugas can 
call the contract “noninflation- 
ary.” 

Nevertheless, so long 
workers get (1) annual in- 
creases for productivity, re- 
gardless of whether output per 
man improves, and (2) auto- 
matic cost-of-living pay in- 
creases, the contract is sheer 
built-in inflation. It ‘can be 
argued that wage increases 
compel management tot devise 
methods to increase output— 
make workers earn their high- 


er pay. But the ultimate test 
of more-work-for-more-pay is 
rices. And automobile prices 
ave risen ever since General 
Motors Corp. developed the 
current type of contract 
The rise in ges prices o 
rma- 
nent way of American life. The 
cost of living will sevesian 1% 
per cent to 2 per cent a year. 
Well-intrenched corporations 


constitute an inflation hedge. 
Nor must you judge value 
by present dividend returns— 
only 3.6 per cent on industrial 
stocks, 4.4 per cent on utilities, 
5.4 per cent on rails. Divi- 
dends will rise as recovery 
speeds along. Personal income 
is at an all-time high. Housing 
starts are booming. And indus- 
trial production and employ- 
ment have regained more than 
half their recession drop. Earn- 
ings of corporations are bound 
to rise.

People these days hunger for 
stocks. That’s why One William 
Street, why Wellington Equity 
Funds, and other new ventures 
in mutual funds go over so big.

So were Goldman Sachs 
Trading, Chatham Phenix 
Allied Corp., Tri-Continental 
Corp., Chemical National As- 
sociates. Not all names sur- 
vive, Is the rush to buy mu- 
tual funds symptomatic of 
irrational hunger for com- 
mon stocks?

IMPORT QUOTAS CUT 


ON LEAD AND ZINC 


NEWPORT, R.I., Sept. 22 
(UPI) — President Eisenhower 
today ordered imports of lead 
and zine limited to four-fifths 
of the annual average during 
the period, 1953-57. 

The President approved a 
Tariff Commission recommen- 
dation that the domestic lead 
and zine industry be given 
some relief under the escape 
clause in reciprocal trade 
agreements with other coun- 
tries. 

In identical letters to the 
Senate Finance and House 
Ways and Means Committees, 
Mr. Eisenhower recognized that 
imposition of quotas was “an 
unusual step.” 

“But it is better suited than 
a tariff increase to the unique 
circumstances of the case and 
more likely to lead to enduring 
solutions beneficial to the en- 
tire lead and zinc industry,” he 
said. 

He predicted the quotas 
would be of “real benefit” to 
the lead and zine industry, as 
well as “an equitable approach 
to a world-wide problem.” 

He agreed with the Tariff 
Commission as to the “dis- 
tressed conditions of domestic 
producers” of the two metals. 

But, he said, “as our economy 
moves upward” the benefit of 
the import quotas should in- 
crease. 

The President said he was 
“conscious of the importance 
to the economies of friendly 
countries of exports” of lead 
and zinc to the United States. 

He expressed hope that “with 
the good will and co-operation 
of major exporting and import- 
ing countries, mutually accept- 
able solutions can be found.” 

Mexico, Peru, 
Australia will be hit hardest by 
the new United States quotas.

Nautilus~‘Blood Brother’ of Space Ships 


By Dr.1. M. Levitt

ASKED TO NAME the fore- 
runner of space ships, most 
people would choose the air- 
plane. According to Lt. Cmdr. 
C. C. Brock of the United 
States Navy, this is not cor- 
rect. 


He says the space ship's 
true forerunner — its “blood 
brother” — is the submarine. 


In a paper presented before 
the American Rocket Society, 
Brock pointed out that both 
submarines and space ships’ 
are sealed units moving in 
three dimensions in a hostile 
environment and relying on in- 
formation sensed artificially 
from their external environ- 
ments. 

Each must supply its own 
logistic support and a satis- 
factory environment. for per- 
sonnel over long periods of 


time. Finally, each has similar 
escape and survival problems. .

Meetings in Moscow 


MOSCOW. 
THE OTHER AFTERNOON our delegation from the 
American Association for the United Nations. with the 
Soviet Association for the U.N., and it was a lively two- 
hour session. A number of Russian citizens who seemed 
most interested came to the meeting just to listen. 


Each group explained the purpose of its or- 
ganization, and we made very clear the fact that 
_ the AAUN is a legal setup designed as an’ educea- 
tional institution, non-taxable, and not engaged in 
trying to influence legislation in any way. This 
role, we pointed out, ig up to the members in thejr | 
eapacity as American citizens, « right that all ae 
sens have. 


We were questioned at length about publications and 
the source of our income. The Soviets seemed much inter- 
ested in our budget, how our money is spent; and where it 
comes from in the first place. At a later session wé shail 
have the opportunity te put the same questions of organ- 
ization to them. Not a single coritroversial question was 
raised at this first meeting. * 


BACK AT. OUR HOTEL we were very glad to see Mr. 
and Mrs. Henry Shapiro. Mr. Shapiro is the representative 
in Moscow of United Press International and is the dean of 
all the foreign correspondents here, so he is a source of 
help to all visitors. 

In the early evening we went to a party at the United 
States Embassy residence, and were sorry to find that Am- 
bassador Llewellyn E. Thompson had to be away on busi- 
ness. Our AAUN delegation and the Russian delegatién 
again met there, but this time informally. Also ‘present 
was a group of Quaker scientists, a large number of Amer- 
ican citizens who are in Moscow attending a convention on 
Slavic languages, and a large group that is touring Russia 
studying cotton growing. Wasn’t this a variety of interest 
te bring together at a party? And to add to my joy I un- 
expectedly found Mr. and Mrs. Ernest Lindley there and 
we had a delightful chat.

DAYS GONE BY were not 
necessarily the best, but look- 
ing back at them through the 
haze of happy childhood, they 
do take on a glow, Take the 
day of the baptizing.

y Protestant churches 
held with “sprinkling” in that 
southern Illinois farm commu- 
nity, I never heard of it.

After a few false starts we 
roared out of the barnyard 
gate. Father’s horses, Ribbon 
and Bess, who were tethered 
on the front lawn to nip the 
bluegrass and clover. snorted 
and shied as we sailed by.
